CONGRESS AND THE 

ELECTORIAL VOTL 

Dbtrict Attorney Hill Says No Action Can Be 
Taken Save by Resolution. 

BLACKBURN SUBJECT TO INQUIRY. 



In today's issue of his" paper, i 
the Lexington Herald, Col. W. C. 
P. Breckinridge j.riiits an edi 
torial in which he takes the 
ground that Congress cannot in- 
quire into the election of any set 
of electors. As this is a ques- 
tion which possesses particular 
interest for Kentucky people just 
now, further investigation into 
the matter is desirable. 
. United States District Attor- 
ney Hill was interviewed on the 
subject this morning at his office 
in the governiiient building. 

"If it should develop!" said the 
District Attorney, "that there 
has been fraud or crookedness in 
the election of the electors from 
Kentucky, ander the Goebel law, 
or from any other State ander an 
equally partisan law, Congress, 
as at present constituted, cannot 
interfere. That very important 
point was settled when Mr. Jus- 
tice Gray, of the United States 
Supreme Court, handed down a 
decision in the case of Fitzgerald 
vs. Green, which was carried up. 
in 1800 from the Federal Court 
.the District of Eastern Virginia. 



The decison is printed in volume 
l;$4 of tho United States lleports. 

"It is there settled that each 
State has the right to choose the 
manner of selecting its own pres- 
idential electors, and Congress 
has no right' to interfere. The 
only province of Congress in the 
premises is to flx the time when 
the electors shall meet and cast 
tlieir vot^s, and the time when 
the vote shall be counted by the 
president of the Federal Senate. 

"There might be a remedy. 
Congress could pass a resolution 
authorising itsell to investigate 
the election of presidential elec- 
tors in Kentucky oi North Odro- 
lina or any other State at ^e 
same time it investigated a i^mi- 
test for a Congressional seat^** 

In some quarters the impression 
prevails that tbe Senate cannot 
investigate the validity of tho 
credentials of J. 0. S. Blackburn, 
but this is a mistake. The Senate 
can, and doubtless will, inquire 
into the manner of Blackburn's 
alleged election as a Senator from 
Kentucky. — Looisville Evening

Louisville Kvening Post of Saturday 
□ Chairman Leslie Combs, of the 
Republican State Campaign Com- 
mittee, was approached this 
morning by a reporter for the 
Evening Post and asked as to the 
probability of a contest on behalf 
of the Congressional tandidates 
in tho Third. Ninth and Tenth 
Congressional districts. 

Chairman Combs mid that each 
candidate would undoubtedly 
contest, and expressed himself 

confident of a victory for each 
of the contestants. 

"I think that the conteslants 
will win beyond a doubt," con- 
tinued Mr." Combs, "and would 
be willing to submit their cases 
to a Democratic jury in any State 
in the Union outside of Kentucky. 
I feel sure that they have been 
honestly elected and that the re- 
sult of their contests will be in 
their favor. 

"The frauds in the Third dis- 
trict were to<? flagrant to stand 
an honest investigation, and in 
many places in the Eighth dis- 
trict Democratic challengers were 
sworn in as Deputy Sheriffs, and 
wore badges in the booths. In 
the Seventh district over 400 Re- 
publican voters in the city of 
Lexington were deprived of their 
votes by the delay tactics prac- 
ticed by the Democratic officer^ 
of ek^ction, while the Franklin 
and Owen coiinty returns were 
padded so boldly that it cannot 
escape the notice of anyone 
quainted with those couutiee. 

"The steal of votes in tbe 
cent election by the Democrats 
was acco/nplished by a carefally 
planned and well-organized aya- 
tem of throwing out a few Re- 
publican votes in each precinct, 
which oughtto have been counted, 
and the counting of a few Demo- 
cratic votes in each precinct that 
should not have been counted. 

"It is easy to see with a Demo- 
cratic Judge and Sheriff the pre- 
ponderance of influence fell to 
the Goebelites, as the clerk, who 
was usually a Republican, was 
not a factor in deciding the ques- 
tion of a voters eligibility. By 
this combination the Goebelites 
threw oat a few Republicans in 
each precinct and voted a few of 
their party against whom a chal 
lange could not be enforced over 
a majority of two or three to one.

Among other prominent Re- 
publicans, United States Marshal 
James has been asked for his 
opinion on the Kentucky election. 
In part he says: 

[ now fully af;rec with Mr. 
Watterson, editor of the Courier- 
Journal, when ho said that 'after 
the adoption of tho Goebel elec- 
tion law Kentucky was placed in 
the Democratic column with the 
rest of the Sontliern States, it 
mattered not who the candidate 
be or tho character of tho plat- 
form adopted ; that the question 
of elections in Kentucky was no 
longer a matter of chance. ' At 
several precincts the majority of 
the officers declined to allow the 
challenged voters to prepare an 
affidavit, simply ordered him out 
to give place to some other. The 
battle of baDota last year and 
this year certainly proves to tho 
people of Kentucky, and to the 
nation, that Kentucky has an 
overwhelming majority of people 
who l)elieve in free speech, free 
ballot and a fair count." 

Dr. James believes fully 20,000 
voters were disfranchised in Ken- 
tucky. He believes there was an 
average of ten Ic^al voters at 
each polling pWce who wore ud- 
justly deprived o'their franchises 
by Democratic ii2ttiuii officers.
